2.1 Qhiective of Conservntion menaures 
fhe objective of conservation aensurea fe to achieve the saxidum: sustainable. yields 


of fishery reeources end thereby to secure and erdintoin « nexioum supply of food and 
other marine products. : 

2.2 Qpliantions to edopt conservation meamuree 

(1) In onses where netiorinie of one State cre excluaively engaged in fishing a 
portioular etock of fish, thnt Strte shal) adopt, when necessary, appropriate 
conservation mengures. 

In onses where notioncle of two or wore States are engaged in fiehing « partiouler 
etook of fieh, these States shell, at the request of cny c£ them, negotiate and. conclude 
arrongecents which will provide for appropriate conservation measures. 

“These conservation weneuros shall be ocasistent with the objective of conservation 
referred to in para. 2.1 above and.ehnll be adopted heving-regord to. the principles 
referred to in para, 2.3 below. 

(2) In onses. where conservation beasures have elreaiy been adopted by States with 
respect to a partioular stock of fish which ie exploited by their nationale, c. new-comer 
Stcte shell adopt ite owm conservation mencures which should be as restrictive os the 
exieting meosures until new arrangementa ore concluded among ol} the States concerned. 
If the existing conservation meneures include a crtch limitation or.some other zegulations 
not purmitting nationals of the new-comer State to engage in fishing the stock of fish 
concemed, the States epplying the existing conservation measures shell immedintely 
enter into negotiation with the new-couer State for the purpose of concluding new 
arrangements, Pending such orrangenents, netionols of the newcomer State.shall not 
engnge in fishing the etock concerned. : 

{3} States ahokl make use of the internntional or regtonal fishery organisations, as 
fer aa pousible, to adopt appropriate conservation measures. 

2.3 Booke pxipsinles relatiog to conservation measures ‘ 

(1) Connervation mensures must be adopted on the bnsia of the best sosentifio evidence 
available, If the States concemed cannot reach ngreenent on the ossesement of the 
conditions of the etock to which conservation measures are .o be applied, they shell 
request an appropriate intemmational body or other impartial third party to undertake 
the sveecument. In ordor to obtain the fairest possible assessment of the stook 
conditions, the States ooncemmed shall co-operate in the estadlishaent of regional 
institutions for @urveying ond research into fishery resources. 

(2) Mo conservation measure shall disoriminate in form or fact. between fisherwen of 
one State from those of other States. 

(3) Conservation measures shall be determined, to the extent possible, on the basis of 
the allowable catch estimated with respsct to the individunl etocks of fish. The 
foregoing principle however ehall not preclude conservation measures from being 
deternined on sone other bases in cases where, due to lack of sufficient date, an 
estiante of the allowable catoh im not possible with any reasonable degree of accuracy. 
(4) No State oon he exeup.od fxou the obligntion to adopt conservation measures on the 
ground that sufficient scientific. findings are lacking. 

(5) ‘The. conservation meneures adopted ahall be designed so as to uiniuinze interference 
with fiching activities relating to stock of fish, if any, uhich ere not the object of 
such measures. 

(6) Concervation measures and the data on the basia of whick such measures are adopted 
ehall be eubject to review at approprinte intervals, 

2.4 Special status of comstel States in conservation of resources 

A constal State shall be recognised ae having special statue with respect to the 
conservation of fishery resources in ite adjacent waters. Thus, the corstal State will 
have the right of partiolpating, on on equal footing, .in any survey on fishery resources 
conducted in ite adjacent waters for conservation purposes, whether or not nationale of 
that constal State-are actually engaged in fishing the particular etocks concerned. 
Non-conatn] States conducting the survey ehall, at the requeat of the covatal State, 
make available to the coastal State the findingn of their surveys. and researches 
concerning auch stooke, 

Aloo, except for interin teasuren (5.1 below), no conservation measure may be 
adopted with respect to any stook of fish, without the consent of the coastal State 
whose nntionale are engeged in fishing the particular stock concerned (or the majority 
of the coastal States in onses where there are three or tore auch ‘coastal States). 

A conte State shall at the sane time have the obligation to take, in co-operation 
with other States, necessary mensures with o view to maintaining the productivity of

In order tc aseuro the conservution of living marine resources, the coastal State 
or appruprinte international organis:tion shall apply the following principles: 


A Allowable catch and other connervation measuter shell be established which 
are desiqnof, on the basie of the beat ovidence available, to maintain or restore the 
manioam guatainable yield, taking into account relevent environmental and economic 
fantorn. : 


B. Por thie purpose suientific informat.on, catch and effort etatistica, and 
other relevant data shall be vontributed and oa shanged on a reguler baeis. 


C, Conservation measures ant thelr tmp" ementation ehall not dieoriminate in 
form or fnot against any fiehermon. Consorvatic. meacures ehall remain in force pending 
the settlement, in eccomiance with the relevant provisions of this Article, of any 
dinngreement ape to their validity.
